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Important Changes Authorized in Live Stock 
Shipping Rules and Regulations 


TO BE MADE EFFECTIVE ON SHORT NOTICE 


By C. B. Heinemann, Secretary, The National Live Stock Exchange 


The United States Railroad Administration has authorized the 
publication ot new rules and regulation applicable to the shipment 
ot live stock. ‘These are to Le made etiec.ive upon 10 days’ notice 
to the public and tariits are already Leing shaped up ior immediate 
publication. The rules, in many cases, materiatiy diiier trom exist- 
ing rues, in some cases 1epresenting concessicns to the shipper and 
in ocher cases restricting his present privileges. 

Railroads under kederal contiol wiil make the changes as rap- 
idly as their taritf forces can compile the necessary taritis, while 
lines not so controlled will eiiect the changes as rapidiy as they 
can compile and file their tariifs with the State and in.ersiaie 
Commissions. ‘the rules will apply on both intrastaie and inter- 
state traftic throughout the Uni.ed Siates. 

The Transportation Commutiee ot ‘the National Live Stock 
Exchange has prepared an analysis of the new rules and has dis- 
tributed this to the live stock exchanges, principal live stock 
associa.ions, market and agriculturai puolications and others in- 
= Among the changes which will be effected are the fol- 
owing: 


Cleaning and Disinfecting 


The charge heretofore applicable to in:erstate shipments is to 
be extended to al! siate tratiic with the exception that the charge 
is not to be assessed against the shipper in case3 wh2re cars previous_ 
ly operaied in guaraniiue areas are used in Lransporiing siock irom 
quarantine to free territory. 


Feeding Charges in Transit 


Where tariffs have heretofore provided a flat rate per 100 
pounds, bale or bushel of teed turnished the new rules provide that 
at railroad feed yards the shipper shail pay the actual cost of che 
feed used plus a “‘service’’ charge. This charge is $1.00 per car 
for the tirst feed and 25 cents per 100 pounds tor each additional 
unit of feed. The seivice charge is to cover the cost of unloading 
the stock, suppiying the teed, reloading the animals and the upkeep 
of the facilities used. Extra feed may be placed in the car by the 
shipper and transported without additional cost. 


Attendants in Charge 


In the Western Territory return transportation of caretakers 
will no longer te furnished except to shippers of two or more cars. 
The caretaker must te an adult male and only the shipper or his 
bona fide employees may accompany the shipments. The caretaker 


. must make a written statement reyarding the nature of his employ- 


ment and in case of misrepresentation the shipper must pay full 
tare in each direction. Re.urn transportation must be applied for 
within 72 hours after arrival at destination except that horse ship- 
pers are allowed 15 days. 

Attendants may, at the shipper’s option, accompany less than 
carload shipments but full fare must be paid. 


Stopping in Transit to Complete Loading 


All tariffs which now permit live stock to be stopped in transit 
for the purpose of completing the loading of the car are to te can- 
celled. Such shipments will be subject to the regular carload or 
less than carload rate applicatle to and from each starting point. 
This privilege is now used extensively in New England and it is 
possible that an exception will be made to take care of their 
peculiar need. 


~ Bedding Charges 


A charge of $1.00 for kedding single deck cars and $1.50 for 
double decks is to te made effective throughout the country. The 
shipper, however, is to continue to have the option of bedding his 
own cars. In some of the Western Territory and on shipments from 
Missouri River points the carrier now absorbs the cost of bedding. 


Hoof Weights and Shrinkage Allowance 


The so-called hoof weight system of adjusting freight charges 
on stock into market points is to ke extended throughout the coun- 
try. It has keen in successful operation at the Wes‘ern markets 
for a numter cf years. This does away with the expense and de- 
lay of track sealing the cars loaded and empty and thus returns 
the cars into service more promptly. Under this system, the selling 
weight of the stock on hoof less agreed allowances for “‘fill" is 
used for the railroad filling. 

The new rule will also make “fill’’ allowance on all live stock 
moving outbound from a'l marfke’s the same as now applies from 
western markets. The hoof weight basis will not he uscd in con- 
nection with per car rates, i. e., rates published in dollars and cents 
per car. 


Carload Minima 


The same carload minimum on each specie of stock will app'y 
throughout the United States except where per car rates are used. 
Thesce minima as app ied to cars not excecding 36 feet 7 inches in 
leng*h are as follows: e 

Horses and mules. 23,000 pounds. 

Cattle, 22,000 pounds 

Calves: Sing'e deck, 16,000 pounds; doukle deck, 24,900 pounds. 

Hogs: Single deck. 17,000 pounds; doukle deck 23.000 pourds. 

Sheep, Lamts and Goats: Single deck, 12,000 pounds; double 
deck, 22,000 pounds. 

Cars excecding 36 feet 7 inches in length are subject to greater 
minima depending upon the species loaded. 

These minima represent an increase in the cattle minimum in 
the East and South and a reduction in certain parts of the West. 
The calf single deck minimum is a reduction whi'e the hog deck 
minimum is an increace in the principal territory using double deck 
loads The sheep minimum on single decks is a decrease in the 
South and East and the double deck minimum an increase in those 
territories. 


Mixed Shipments 


Uniform mixing rules are provided with certain restrictions 
against loading animals liable to injure one another. There are 
at present about 30 distinct mixing rules in use throughout the 
country, the most favorakle one teing the one in use in Nebraska. 
The new rule makes such shipments subject to the highest rate 
and minimvm weight applicable to straight cars of any of the 
species loaded in the car. Not to exceed 10 calves may be loaded 
with sheep or goats and at the sheep rate and minimum. 


Orders for Cars and Shipping Instructions 


The new rules require the shipper to order his cars in writing 
or to immediately confirm his telephone orders. He is a'so required 
to furnish written shipping instructions. Misunderstanding of car 
orders or verbal shipping directions has caused much trouble in the 
past and this shou!d now be largely eliminated. 


Minor Changes Contemplated 


Among the changes of lesser importance may te mentioned the 
following: 

A rule permitting the carrier to use one deck of a double deck 
ear for handling a single deck load of small stock. 

A rule requiring the shipper or consignee to furnish the weights 
on stock moving ketween country points. i 

A rule requiring the shipper to pay for slatting or lining stock 
cars. 
A rule forbidding the acceptance of dipped stock until they are 
thoroughly dry. 

Discontinuance of tariffs providing for— 

Absorption of any part of feeding charges. 

Allowances to stock yards for feeding. yarding, weighing or 
hand'ing stock kteyond the receipt or de'ivery of same. 

Absorption of any yardage charges on stock fed in transit. 

Loading of stock in cars partially double decked.

Aberdeen-Angus, the Black 
show being bigger than the 
Whiteface, and the quality 
and finish of the exhibits be- 
ing the best of the three 
breeds. Take a glance at the 
table of weights and prices 
paid by packer buyers if you 
don’t believe it. There were 
really only two Aberdeen- 
Angus calves that were too 
poor to be at the show, and 


one of them was more Holstein than Doddie and had been castrated 
just before the show. The price of 10 cents a pound is figured in, 
however, to show that the Aberdeen-Angus calves outsold the others 


by from 1 to 4 cents a pound. 


Howard Roser and his Iowa-bred calf having a little argument; 
this calf topped the packers sale at 41 cents a pound 
and was bred by P. J. Leahy, Williamsburg, Ia. 


While the grand championship went to a Hereford this year, 
senior championship and reserve grand championship went to the 
kind with something under the hide. Last year’s grand champion 
was a cross-bred Aberdeen-Angus and the previous year high hon- 
ors went to a pure bred Aberdeen-Angus, so when a good White- 
face shows up, it is time to give him the purple. While the grand 
champion had a rather prominent “hole” in his tack, he was a 
great little fellow, the kind developcd only once in a blue mocn in 


the Whiteiace ranks, and with a state fair 
grand championship already on his victory 
string, he deserved the honor.

time yet. However, we do want them to send some Aberdeen- 
Angus and let them get an even start with the other breeds in the 
development of this coming cattle empire. But read the transla- 
tion, kindly furnished by Armour & Company: 

The English Breeders intend to found in Brazil large establishments for 
the acclimatization and breeding of race caitle. The Association of English Breed- 
ers has already communicated this to the Brazilian Commercial Delegation with 
headquarters in London. Regarding this subject the Minister of Agriculture, 
through the intermediary of the Minister of Foreign Affairs, received the follow- 
ing telegram from the Brazilian Minister in England: ‘“‘At the reguest of Com- 
mercial Delegate Simonsen, I transmit following telegram to the Department of 
Agriculture: Am in touch with Association English Breeders, with the moral 
support of English Government studying possibilities of establishing for account 
Association, model farms in Brazil for acclimatization, breeding and sale of 
reproducers of race there.

suppose the horse is going to be made to go? Simple matter of 
co-operation, or everybody who has any business around the horse 
getting together and chipping into a publicity jack-pot for the 
horse. Sure thing, the only way, of course. For example, the 
harness and saddle maker, instead of standing around his shop and 
watching the leather goods gather fly specks and dust, walks up 
and says he wants to see the horse go to help the harness business. 
The man who makes buggies sees the point and comes through with 


another piece of “jack”; ditto the hay and feed dealer, and all the 


rest of the men who have been handling or manufacturing some- 
thing that was needed by the horse. Swell little idea, too, and it 
beats the beef breeders’ system of barking and snapping at each 
other while the dairy cat licks up the cream in the farming busi- 
ness, A little more co-operation of the men who breed Aberdeen- 
Angus, and a little more co-operation of the men who breed all 
kinds of beef, and the dairy game wouldn’t have been beating them 
to it all these years. There’s too much practical common sense to 
raising beef instead of milk for four-fifths of the farmers if the 
matter had been presented correctly. But the dairy game was 
shown up as a business proposition by means of the Babcock test, 
and the beef game was not presented as something of equal or 
better business economy, and the dairy got the farmer in a great 

many cases. ,

The Calf Club work has been conducted 
in the state for three years. So far it has 
been largely a steer fecding proposition to 
teach the boys type, breeds, and how to 
feed and care for beef cattle. It has been 
fostered by the Central of Georgia Railway 
Company and the two Fair associations, 
Southeastern Fair association and the 
Georgia State Fair association.

Short History of Smithfield, Britain’s 
Greatest Show 


Since the Smithfield show has undoubted- 
ly had a greater influence on the live stock 
world than any other, and dates back 121! 
years for its foundation, the following brief 
history of this show from the London Live 
Stock Journal will be of interest to Aber- 
been-Angus breeders and fecders in all sec- 
tions. 

The “Smithfield Cattle and Sheep Scci- 
ety”, as the club was originally called, was 
founded on December 17th, 1798. Francis, 
fifth Duke of Bedford, a great agriculturist, 
was the first chairman; Arthur Young, the 
greatest of English agricultural authors, the 
first secretary. The exact genesis of the 
Society is, however, wrapped in some mys- 
tery. Little is known about Mr. J. Wilkes, 
of Measham, Derbyshire, said to have been 
the founder, but it is very certain that he 
induced about thirty of the leading agri- 
culturists of the day to hold a meeting in 
1798 on the Smithfield great market day be- 
fore Christmas, and that owing to what took 
place the Society was established. It is a 
tradition that the idea of the Society pre- 


sented itself to Mr. Wil ,

pounds in trophies and 
cash prizes. in 1806 the 
- Society was constituted a 
permanent club of fift 
members; two years later 
the title changed to “The 
Smithfield Club”; and jn 
1805 the membership was 
made unlimited. 

During its earl 5 
the club had a coed oat 
gle to make both e 
meet. Up till 1820 cn 
ceipts from visitors did 
not amount to more than 
£50, and another twentv 
years elapsed before they 
—., = , Moreover, 

ohn Duke of Bedford, 
who was elected President 
after the death of his 
brother, the fifth duke, in 
1802, endeavoured to pui 
an end to the Society. In 
1817 he suggested “wheth- 
er the ends for which the 
club was established were 
not now sufficiently answered”; and in 1821 
he withdrew from the club and discontinued 
his prizes, including the “Bedfordian med- 
als” for the breeders of the prize animals. 
It was, however, fortunately decided by the 
other members “that the club ought to con- 
tinue,” and the judges declared that same 
year’s show to be the best ever witnessed. 
The continuity of the animal show has, in- 
deed. never been broken, although a curious 
error is perpetrated by several works of re- 
ference in this respect, which state that in 
consequence of the cattle plague the show 
was suspended in 1866, and not wholly re- 
sumed till 1868. True, in 1866 there was 
doubt up to the last moment whether the 
exhibition would ever be opened, but held 
under the onerous, though wise, restriction 
obliging all animals to be slaughtered in 
London within four days from the closing 
of the show. 

For many years the show was so remark- 
ably small that mere yards afforded suffic- 
ient accommodation. In 1805 it moved to 
Dixon’s Repository, Barbican; from 1806 to 
1838 it was in Sadler’s Yard, Goswell Street; 
and in 1839, when larger premises at’ last 
became imperative, it was transferred west- 
ward to the Baker street Bazaar, and there 
it remained till 1861. A change of site was 
first mooted in 1857. Finally, the spo 
known as Dixon’s Layers, Islington, was Se 
lected, and the club formed a company to 
erect the Royal Agricultural Hall, in which 


the first cattle show took place in Decem- 
bér, 1862.
